Chihuahua, March 27, Via El Paso, 
Mareh 28.—Evidence’ of the severe fir- 
ing.- which the rebels suffered at the 
hands of the federals outside of Tor- 
reon, Was brought here today with the 
first two train loads of rebel wounded 
Sixteen coaches, filled with wounded 
soldiers, wrapped fjyn blankets and 
blood-stained bartia@ges, reached the 
city as the vanguard of a long line of 
wounded seattered along the railroad 
at:points 300 miles southward. 

Three hundred rebel wounded, in- 
cluding three lieutenant colonels and 
about twenty minor officers had ar- 
rived by night. They reported a total 
of about 1.000 wounded on their side, 
with unknown number dead. General 
Trinidad Rodriguez, probably fatally 
wounded, and General Maximo Garcia, 
seriously wounded, were left at the 
front.

The ‘bill, as it passed the senate, 
provides that the members of any ex- | 
change engaged in selling contracts 
for the future delivery in cotton must 
use a form of contract prescribed by 
the bill.

PROGRESSIVE LAWS 
PASSED IN MISSISSIPPI 


Jackson, Miss., March 28.—Despite 
bitter political fights and _ factional 
feeling, the Mississippi legislature, 
which adjourned its biennial session 
here tonight, enacted many construct- 
ive laws and measures regarded as 
progressive since it was called to or- 
der January 6, heading the list of ap- 
propriations with $3,318,100 for the 
support of the common schools of the 
state. 

The total appropriations of this ses- 
sion amounted to $8,779,214, an in- 
crease over the 1912 program of $922,-

Considerable Interest.

Tremendous interest has been arous- 
ed not only in the United States, but in 
England as well, by the action of the 
Oxford Universitv Athletic association 
in sending their four-mile relay 
to compete against tne pick of 
American colleges in the University 
| Pennsylvania’s twentieth annual 


carnival to be staged on Franklin 


April 25. In England the 
being looked upon as 
another contest for international ath- 
letic supremacy.. and as one more 
chance for Englishmen to redeem them- 
selves for the many such defeats they 
have sustained of late. Although Eng- 
land has lost so regularly in every- 
thing else, there is supreme confidence 
on the other side of the water that this 
Oxford team will make some amends 
for the series of defeats which culmi- 
nated only a week ago when George 
(Covey, the English professional court 
tennis champion, lost the world title 
to Jay Gould, the voung American mil- 
lionaire. 

Never before has there been an in- 
ternational relay race of this kind be- 
tween England and the United States. 
At this writing it is impossible to say 
just how many teams will present 
themselves to run for the honor of 
America. The University of Pennsyl- 
Vania is a sure orgy ns and there is 
even some prospect that Cornell may 
be induced to send a team of its splen- 
did milers. Several other universities 
have expressed a desire to meet the 
Englishmen, and are only waiting to 
see what sort of a team they can pro- 
duce before formally entering. 


Penn's Inittative. 


The initiative taken by Pennsylvania 
and Oxford for the four-mile race this 
vear promises to be the forerunner 
of some kind of an international relay 
contest between the United States and 
England every vear. Pennsylvania's 
management after being assured that 
Oxford would be on hand this vear.

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SILO BUILDING THE 
RAGE IN GEORGIA 


Means Much to the Future 
of Cattle Business, Says J. 
W. Hart, Agricultural De- 
partment Expert. 


J. W. Hart, who is in the joint~em- 
Ploy of the federal de partment of agri- 
culture at Washington and the State 
College of Agriculture at Athens, Ga., 
was found in the Kimball house in 
Atlanta, telling about some features of 
the cattle industry of the state, more 
particularly of the dairy business. 

Mr. -Hart said that the prevailing 
high prices of stock feeds in the mar- 
ket was causing much interest in the 
problem of home-grown feeds for the 
home production of beef and dairy 
products. He stated further that the 
wide-spread attention that is now be- 
ing paid to corn growing is bound to 
have a greater bearing upon the cattle 
industries than upon any other branch 
of farm activity. Corn consumption 
must keep pace with corn production, 
and improved methods of handling the 
increased and increasing corn crops 
must be provided, or a reaction will 
come that will offset the great eco- 
nomic advantages of a bigger acreage 


_ and bigger yields per acre of corn. 


For example, Mr. Hart stated that 
on one plantation he saw three years 
ago forty hands engaged in “pulling 
fodder.” Later much of this fodder 
was fed to beef steers in combination 
with earn corn and cotton seed meal, 
and the results were marketed in the 
form of two car loads of the finest 
beef on the thoof that ever was shipped 
from a Georgia farm. 

Benefits of the Silo. 

Under Mr. Hart’s supervision a silo 
was built, and later a second silo. Now 
five or six men with machinery actu- 
ated in the field by horse power in 
cutting the corn, and with gasoline 
driven machinery at the barns for cut- 
ting v9 the green corn for silage and 
shredding the dry shocked. corn for 
the feed loft, has reduced the cost of 
producing beef so that larger profits 
were being made. 

How the yields of corn and other 
crops are waxing bigger and bigger 
under the stimulating action of the re- 
sults manure would form an interest- 
ing part of this story did time permit. 

Asked if the average farmer realized 
the economic advantage of the silo as 
a means of preserving the corn crop 
when at its best state for feed, Mr. 
Hart gave it as his opinion that the 
benefit of corn silage had scarcely be- 
Zun to appear to the corn grower. 

“But,” our reporter asked, “is there 
no way by which this information can 
be made use of by the thousands of 
corn growers who are cattle owners 
in our state? Must they continue to 
convert succulent, juicy, rich digesti- 
ble corn plants into woody, hard, taste- 
less, dry, impalatable, corky products 
containing nutriment; but nutriment so 
difficult or impossible to digest that 
it never can be in the south much oof 
a factor in economic cattle products?” 

The question is not, do we want 
silos, but can we longer afford to 
waste the greater part of the corn 
crop through failure to garner it into 
the silo when at its best development 
for the beef steer or the dairy cow. 

Mr. Hart’s Silo Scheme. : 

After three years’ preaching the silo 
throughout Georgia, Mr. Hart has 
thought out and is putting through a 
seheme of getting our younger gener- 
ation of farmers interested in the silo 
and silage. 

Last year at the state fair this cam- 
paign was inaugurated and many 
were the inquiries regarding the fat 
chimney of cement rising foot by foot 
at the northeast corner of the main 
agricultural building. As an economiz- 
er of breath, after a few days of ques- 
tioning on the part of visitors, a big 
sign was displayed bearing the inscrip- 
tion: “This is a silo being built by the 
(;eorgia State College of Agriculture at 
Athens, Ga., in co-operation with the 
Tnited States department of agricult- 
ure.” 

But the display of the sign only 
whetted the appetite of the people for 
more information. Among other facts 
those interested were told to return 
next vear and see the corn being cut 
and blown into the silo, to see the 
tempting, luscious, pulpy, appetizing (to 
the bovine kind) mass being taken 
from the silo daily and fed to the herds 
of lowing kine on exhibition at 
this time. Manufacturers generously 
donated materials for this exhibition 
cement silo and others interested in live 
stock subscribed funds for building. 

Campaign of Education Started. 

Amon, these contributors was a 


‘large und enterprising cement manu- 


facturing firm that subscribed thirty 
Sarrels of Portland cement for this 
ntroductory work.« Before the fair had 

‘osed and the exhibition site finished, 
a campaign was launched by Mr. Hart 
to further advertise the merits of the 
cement silo as a factor in the economi- 
cal handling of the corn crop. The 
principals of our nine out of a total 
of eleven congressional district agri- 
cultural schools were addressed, ask- 
ing if they would appreciate cement 
silos if the greater part of the mate- 
rial were donated and cost of con- 
struction kept to its lowest limits by 
the use of student labor on the job. 
Sig wo schools already had silos. 

Mr. Hart then took up the matter 
with the various cement manufactur- 
ers doing busi..ess in Georgia. When 
the total resul.s of their generosity 
were added up it was found that ex- 
actly 301 barrels of Portland cement, 
worth about $600, had been subscribed 
for the work. Their answers indicate 
that when this material has been ex- 
hausted they stand ready to go back 
into the bowels of the earth and dig 
up more raw material to be calcined 
and ground into cement for more silos. 

Out of the nine principals of our 


strict agricultural schools to whom 
the subject of the cement silo was 


broached, six replied that thev would 
gladly accept aid and wanted silos. In 
the years to come their wisdom will 
be apparent in the healthy and vigor- 
ous types of youth thev are maturing 
on a diet largely composed of milk, 
the most valuable and appropriate of 
all foods for growing children. 
Silos Will Soon Be Plentiful. 

Not only this, but a knowledge of 
corn silawe as a feed and a knowledge 
of the methods of building stlos will 
hasten the day when any farmer win- 
tering over ten head of cattle will be 
a curiosity if he has no silo. In the 
territory traversed by the Southern 
railway in the state of Virginia, there 
are 368 silos in use. How long shall 
the Georgia farmer lag behind his Vir- 
ginia brother? Not tong, if the en- 
thusiasm with which the district agri- 
cultural school students are building 
cement silos is any criterion. 

Last week Mr. Hart spent a few days 
at Clarkesville and Barnesville getting 
this work under way. Thursday he 
was at Monroe locating a silo and get- 
ting the moulds for pouring it built. 
Then he returned to Barnesville fo 
inspect the student’s work, thénce to 
Carrollton to begin the department 

agricultural! school silo at that strate- 
a point of the state’s agriculture. 

Stimu ted by these activities and 
the peculiar situation of the feed mar- 
ket, farmers all over the state are ask- 
ing for assistance in building cement 
silos. Mr. Hart has succeeded in get- 
ting a student of the district agricul- 
tural school, at Madison, who helped 
him to build this department agricul- 
tural school silo last year, to help in 
this work. 

Now is the time for the farmer who 
needs a silo to get busy with his plans. 
A few reliable students who show apti- 
tude in handling concrete will be given 
opportunity to help themselves to get 
an education and also help the farmers 
in their district in this work. Indica- 
tions are that there will not be enough 
experts to go round, and if postponed 
much longer, that silo will not be built 
this season. 

Mr. Hart states that he would be 
glad to hear from any farmer who 
vents a cement silo or wants informa-

Y-e-s,.a little, but she had not her- 
self felt well enough to take the proper 
steps, though urged by her husband. Be. 
sides, she said, “heart trouble runs in our 
family, has caused one or two deaths.” She 
thought, too, the child did not look very 
frail!

THE MOTORCYCLE. 


A recent dispatch to The Constitution 
from Rome, Ga., relates the arrival there of 
a large delegation of motorcyclists, who 
made the run up on a Sunday morning and 
returned home in the afternoon. 

The item is more significant than it ap- 
pears on the surface. It heralds an era the 
thoughtful man long has seen-approaching, 
the era of the motorcyclist and the side-car, 
or the motorcycle with a basket seat and an 
odd wheel attached “while you wait.” In 
England and on the European continent the 
two vehicles are increasingly popular in use. 

The new development will not hurt the 
automobile industry. It will aid it. 

In the first place, the demand for accesso- 
ries will be largely increased by men who 
can afford to own cycles or side cars, but 
who cannot afford to own motor cars. 

In the second, many of the cycle brigade, 
caught by the contagion, will graduate from 
the ranks of the cyclists into those of the 
men behind the wheel. 

The most important feature of the new 
era will be, however, the new fields for 
pleasure, profit and health opened to men 
and women of moderate means. 

A motorcycle is a detached unit. Its 
upkeep is negligible, by side of that of a 
car. It can go many places where the great 
weight and trend of a car make the going 
impossible. Its contro! has been perfected. 
Its speed is such ¢t!:+ a hundred and fifty 
miles a dav can be made easily, and at that 
with a surprising minimum of discomfort. 

From these premises it is not hard to 
deduce that within the next few years, 
months perhaps, we shall see the ranks of 
the motorcyclists in Georgia and throughout 
the country greatly augmented. 

That means more ‘healthful pleasure, 
more knowledge of your neighbor, quicker 
transportation from farm to city and vice 
versa, better roads. 

The evolution will be even more far- 
reaching, and certainly more permanent, 
than the evolution of the foot-driven bicycle.

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Atlanta the Place for 
Big Methodist University 


Editor Constitution: Since the decision 
of the supreme court of Tennessee, regard- 
ing the status of Vanderbilt university, was 
announced, a few days ago, there has been 
much conjecture as to the future location of 
certain institutions of the Southern Metho- 
dist church. 

It seems hardly likely that the general 
conference, which meets in Oklahoma City in 
May, will move the Methodist Publishing 
House. the board of missions, ete. from 
Nashville. If such a move should be made, 
however, Atlanta is probably the new loca- 
tion that would be selected. Atlanta is near 
the geographical center of the territory cov- 
ered by the church, and it is the center 
of the Southern Methodist population. 

That the church will either found a 
university or transfer its influence to some 
other institution now in existence is more 
than likely. The founding of a new univer- 
sity, out and out, is not a probability. A 
well-established and centrally located col- 
lege will be selected and its work extended 
to meet the requirements of a University. 

Trinity college, Durham, N. C., is well es- 
tablished and richly endowed, but it is too 
far east. The Southern Methodist universi- 
tv, Dallas, Texas, has not yet opened for 
students, and is too far west. 

Emory college, Oxford, Ga... is well es- 
tablished, has a splendid history, a large 
and growing endowment and a central loca- 
tion. 

What 


new 


we need to consider, now, is this: 
For the work’ of a strictly classical college, 
Emory is well located. But it is practically 
out of the question to think of doing univer- 
sitv work on a large scale in Oxford. Schools 
of medicine and law, for example, would be 
an impossibility there. 
University in Atlanta. 

Suppose the present Emory were 
to become a ‘junior college, or training 
school, and the Methodists of Georzia should 
join the Methodists of the whole church in 
establishing a great central university in 
Atlanta? The opportunity for such an 
terprise seems most favorable. Already 
there is the Wesley Memorial lospital that 
could be run in connection with a medical 
school. The department of theology could 
be combined with the Weslev Memorial 
church enterprise. Possibly the best colleges 
of medicine, law, dentisStrv, etc., now estab- 
lished in Atlanta, would be glad to be in- 
corporated into a great university. (Mill- 
saps college,*Jackson, Miss., is of the same 
grade as Emory, but is much vounger, and 
yet it has one of the best schools of law in 
the state—-simply because it is located at 
the state capital.) ’ 

Schools of journalism becoming a 
cessity. Atlanta is an ideal location for such 
a department. 

The present college at Oxford, as a junior 
college or training school for the universi- 
ty in Atlanta, would be the best equipped 
secondary school south of Jacob Tome insti- 
tute, Port Deposit, Maryland. For this rea- 
son, it would become not only a training 
school for the boys of Georgia, but for the 
vouth of many states. The work of a train- 
ing school is not so expensive as that of 
a college. For that reason a large part of 
the present endowment of Emory could be- 
come available for the university in Atlanta® 
(After a while, when the university became 
able to do only graduate work, Emory could 
resume work of college grade.) 

A Great Opportunity. 

As to name: The name of Kmory, beloved 
by thousands, could be retained in the name 
of the Oxford school. The university could 
bear the name of Emory, or Wesley, or of 
the philanthropist who makes the founding 
of it possible. 

The revived Oglethorpe university, under 
the auspices of the Presbyterian church. 
would not suffer in any way, because a great 
institution of a sister church should hap- 
pen to be located in the same thrifty and 
rapidly-growing city. Indeed, if their Zrounds 
should join they could. be mutually helpful. 
(In Virginia there -has been much talk of 
the advisability of locating all the ehurch 
colleges in Richmond and combining lIbrary, 
laboratory and other facilities.) 

With even the remote possibility of 
curing the publishing house interests of 
the Southern Methodist church, and the 
strong probability of becoming the perma- 
nent home of another great central univer- 
sity, Atlanta and Georgia face an opportuni- 
ty such as seldom comes to any city or state.

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PINE KNOT PHILOSOPHY. 


Editor Constitution: ! have been a 
reader of The Constitution for many years. 
With referencg to frosts killing the fruit in 
arly spring, I wish to say 1 find by ob- 
servation that a peach tree has two natures 
within itself. First, the’ fruit nature that 
produces the bloom. This bloom comes out 
on the cld dry limb that grew the vear 
before, consequently it is as hard to kill 
as the cid limb it hangs on, because there 
is no sap in the tree. But wait until up 
in April when the sap rises and leaves grow 
on the *rees and you see the young peaches 
shining. See then how the frost can clean 
them ur; the reason is the least limb on 
the tree is ful' of sap and easily killed. Of 
a warm spring when the sap rises and the 
blooms come out at the same time, the fruit 
never amounts te much, for the tree growth 
gets the ascendancy to the detriment of the 
fruit crop. A cold frosty spring is neces- 
sary to hold the sap back until the fruit 
gets well set on the trees. 

I don’t believe the putting 
about in an orchard does any 
surest plan, and the only way that 
will do any good, is to build a fire, 
will say about the center of an acre, 
keep it burning from midnight until 
rise. As the fire heats the air, at that 
point it creates a vacuum, naturally a rush 
of air comes in to fill the vacuum, conse- 
quently you have a strong air stirring 
through the orchard, and you Know wind 
is death to a frost. It does not look rea- 
sonable that smoke within itself would be 
of any advantage.

This awakening seems to be general 
and not confined to those localities 
which are termed “oldest,” and are 
known to hold a great wealth of his- 
lore. Neither is it confined to 
revolutionary graves and battlefields, 
but embraces, as to time, the colonial 
period, the revolutionary period, the 


, time of Indian occupation of the state, 


and the first eighty vears of statehood: 
that up to the war between the 
states. The civil war period is ably 
handled by the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy. It embraces as to 
places, forts, graves of early gfov- 
ernors, birth places of men of note, 
Oldest towns and sites where first 
county courts were held, and all! early 
trails and roads. 

Georgia, in the early part of the 
nineteenth century, was a network of 
trails and roads, all of which are his- 
toric because over them history was 
made. These are the last of the his- 
toric placés brought to our attention, 
and the research necessary to locate 
them opens up a wonderful amount 
of interesting information. 

Splendid Research Work. 

The state historian gives her enthu- 
siastic indorsement to the splendid re- 
search work the historian general is 
doing through the chapter historians, 
asks that every chapter historian 
state co-operate with the na-

The state historian has heretofore 
indorsed and urged the compiling of 
county history by Daughters of the 
American Revolution chapters. Now I 
Suggest that each chapter publish a 
volume of local writings of worth, to 
eontain poems, speeches, stories and 
other articles. In a word, let us stim- 
ulate a healthy pride in our 
achievements. 

All this is by way of reminding our- 
selves of the historic work being done, 
and suggestions. ‘I now pass to my 
report proper, which will be brief. 

Historic Sites Marked. 


Two historic sites have been marked 
since last conference. On November 
19, 1913, the Dorothy Walton chapter, 
of Dawson, with beautiful ceremonies, 
unveiled a boulder on the site of 
Herodtown, on Jackson trail. On Feb- 
ruary 14, 1914, the Savannah chapter 
unveiled a beautiful memorial arch 
at the entrarce of Colonial cemetery, 
which contains a large number of his- 
toric graves. While during this con- 
ference the Mary Hammond Washing- 
ton chapter will unveil a marker on 
the site of Fort Hawkins. 

My own contribution this vear ‘to 
the history preserved for our state is 
the map of historic forts. battlefields 
and treaty spots, which I made for and 
is published in the “Revolutionary 
Reader,’ compiled by our talented 
state regent, Mrs. Foster. This map 
was compiled by me from several old 
maps and from descriptions in early 
writings. I believe it to be eorrect. 
It is the result of three years of inter- 
mittent study, and is a work of love 
for mv native state and for Mrs. Fos- 
ter, whom I greatly admire

forgotten recesses and bring out the

Do not wait until the legislature meets to work for the passage of thie 
bills in which you are interested, and depend upon hastily organized com- 
mittees sent to the lobby at the last minute to press the passage of a bill, 
I beg the federated club women of Georgia! 

There are many bills in which the women of Georgia are justly interested. 
Among these the public health bill, generally known as the “Ellis bill;” the | 
always “existing” and “pending,” “tabled,” and “put-off” bill, entitled, “Com- 
pulsory Education;” the age of consent bill; a bill pertaining to the better | 
regulation of child labor; a bill to provide a law requiring registration of | 
vital statistics; a bill to provide hospital facilities in state educational insti- |

tutions, and other bills of kindred importance. ; 

Too often women, pressed to use their influence in these matters, wait | 
until the representatives in the different counties have left for Atlanta, and) 
become absorbed by the complexities and distractions of the legislative body | 
at work! Who is to be the next governor, or next senator, becomes the | 
paramount issue too often, and men in their intensity of interest in one man | 
pitted against another for an office, or one faction word-dueling with another 
through the press, and through the corridors of the statehouse, and the 
smoky atmosphere of cafes, forget to read even the letters sent them by 
their constituents, and are very much bored by committees waiting upon 
them outside the door of the senate or house. | 
First read carefully the bills which the legislative committee of ena

organization urge upon you. Do not merely scan them, but read them care- 
fully. Then find out the names of your representatives, agd see them per- 
sonally or communicate with them by letter. If they are opposed to the 
bill, find out why they are; get their arguments against the bill and see if 
they are well founded. Equip yourself to meet their arguments, and then 
get others to work with you for what you wish. | 

For instance, why is it Georgia’s age of consent law is lower than that 
of any other civilized country? There must be a good reason for it. Find 
out the reason, look into conditions relating thereto, and at least be able to 
explain to the “stranger within the gate” why this law is as it is. 

Find out why. it is that in the nation’s capitol the other day the state of 
Georgia was attacked by representative men for conditions pertaining to lax 
child labor laws. Did Georgia deserve this branding before the world? Are 
her laws in this connection what they ought to be? Find that out, and work 
it out with the legislators in your district. Again, why is it there should be 
any objection to Georgia registering her vital statistics? 

Find out these matters now—not next week, nor next month, nor when 
the legislature meets. You can’t find out anything satisfactory then, and 
you have little chance in the lobbies of the capitol. Go, though, whenever 
you can and sit in the galleries, and learn some of the things not to do, 
when finally men will need your vote; thrust the responsibility so hastily 
upon you that you will scarcely have time to tie the baby in a chair in order

I have spent the greater part 
my life in what was a sleepy 
southern village. Note I said was. For 
it is no longer a sleepy one, but a 
very much alive village and forging 
to the front rapidly. Why? That is 
very easy to answer. We have and 
have had for many years an active 
woman's club here. 

I hope I will not create any hard 
feelings or start any lengthy discus- 
sion, but my town, I firmly believe, had 
the first organized body doing solely 
educational and civic work in the 
state of Georgia. And I have belonged 
to that body since it was first organ- 
ized, which ‘was in the spring of 1896. 
We were not venturesome enough to 
call ourselves a ‘“‘club,”” but were sat- 
isfied with the name “village improve- 
ment committee.” 

Our first work was on our schogl, 
which was badly in need of repairs. 
Inside walls were finished, desks and 
Stoves purchased and when we had 
done all that we turned our thoughts 
and efforts to civic work, and even 
Started, in a vague way, our present 
park. A large number of trees were 
Planted there and elsewhere in the 
town. The young men became inter- 
ested and formed a minstrel troup, 
fave several entertainments, turning 
over the proceeds to our committee 
to have trees planted and other work 
done. In 1900 we took a step upward 
by becoming a regular club with -a 
Study program, and the next step up 
was in 1903, when we joined the state 
federation. 

Since our beginning we have done 
school improvement, civic, health, cem- 
etery and library work, besides our 
Study, and always have committees in 
charge of these branches. We feel 
quite proud of what we have accom- 
plished, hardly Know what we are most 
vain -of. 

But I must sa*® we have the best 
set of club husbands, near husbands, 
would-should-could-be husbands that 
could be wished for. They ,have al- 
ways encouraged us and helped in every 
way any work we have undertaken. 
Without this, of course, we would have 
accomplished little.

NEED OF NATIONAL BIRTH REGIS- 
TRATION. 


A stirring appeal to safeguard the 
lives of babies is made in the first an- 
nual report, filed a few days ago by 
Miss Julia C. Lathrop, chief of the Fed- 
eral Children’s bureau. She appeals to 
every club woman, every American 
mother, to help to secure a general sys- 
tem of birth registration in the United 
States. Estimates which Miss Lathrop 
was able to obtain from authentic 
sources show an appalling loss of in- 
fant life. 

“Last year the actual loss was about 
300,000 babies under one year of age. 
Of these at least half would now be 
living had we, as individuals and com- 
munities, applied those measures of hy- 
giene and sanitation which are known 
and available. This vast and unmeas- 
ured loss of infant life is due solely to 
individual and civic neglect.” 

The first aid in conserving infant 
life lies in prompt and accurate birth 
statistics. Forty-two per cent of those 
who died last year did not live te com- 
plete the first year of life. 

Surely with all the anxiety about a 
lessening birth rate, it is strange that 
we do not take better care of the 
babies. Miss Lathrop is doing a good 
work in.calling attention to our negli- 
gence as a nation in this matter. Al]- 
ready the club women in several states 
are urging good registration laws, but 
the effort should be nation-wide

How Nebuchadnezzar 


Rebuilt Tower of Babel

versity have been deciphered, it was 
announced today, and much informa- 
tion for students Biblical chronolo- 
g\v has obtained, 

One cvlinder inscribed for 
nezzar. who reigned B. C. 600 
recounts his deeds with reference 
the restoration and enlargement of 
the walls and moats of Babylon and 
of temples and sanctuaries there- 
rbouts. He records the rebuilding of 
Marchuk recognized as the ancient 
tower of Babel of the book of Genesis. 
Nebuchadnezzar adds, according to 
the translation:

Building a Bridge in Halves. 


(From The Engineering Record.) 

Building a bridge in halves, instead 
of in one operation, was the method 
employed in constructing the four-track 
railway viaduct across Gwynn’'s Falls. 
Baltimore. This scheme was employed 
in order that there might be no inter- 
ruption to traffic across the stream. 

The first half of the new bridge was 
built alongside of an old structure. the 
latter carrying the trains while the new 
work was going on. When the first 
half had been completed the old bridge 
was demolished, and, while the second 
half of the new structure was being 
erected trains were running over the 
other half. The viaduct is 580 feet 
iong and 68 feet wide. It is built en- 
tirely of concyete and has main arch 
spans of 115 feet.

UNITED STATES TRADE 
UNDERGOING CHANGES 


Washington, March 28.—Changing 
character of commerce of the United 
States and the occupations of Ameri- 
can people is indicated in a statement 
today by the department of commer? 
on the notable features of the impc 
and export trade during the fiscal year 
1913 compared with trade of earlier 
years. it is shown that agricultural 
which formed in 1880, 84.3 
per cent of the total domestic exports 
were in 1913, 46.1 per cent of the total. 
Export of manufacturers, exclusive of 
foodstuffs, which were in 1880, 14.7 
per cent of the total, were in 1913 
18.8 per cent. 

According to the department the 
transition of the ‘United States from 
an exporter of natural products to an 
exporter of manufactures has been a 
steady movement during the _ I[@gst 
thirty years. Crude foodstuffs, which 
formed in 1880, 32.2 per cent of the 
exports, gradually diminished, and 
were im 1912 but 4.6 per cent of the 
total. In 1913, however, their per- 
centage was slightly larger, 7.49 per 
cent. due to unusually heavy wheat 
exports. 

Exports of agricultural products 
during the fiscal vear 1913 aggregated 
1.185.1 million dollars, and exports of 
manufactures considerably more than 
one billion eotters.

FYPELLED BOY HELD 
~ OR KILLING TEACHER 


Alleged Gianini Has Confessed 
He Murdered Miss 
Beecher. 


N. Y.. March 28.—Eu- 
gene Gianini, a 17-year-old boy, just 
out of a protectory, is held in the Her- 
kimer county jail tonight as a suspect 
in connection with the murder of Miss 
Lydia Beecher, a teacher in a country 
school at Poland, whose body was 
found in a clump of woods in the out- 
skirts of that village today. Appar- 
entky, she had been killed after being 


attacked. 

The boy, Who had been expelled 
from Miss Beecher's school some time 
azo and had been pleading with her 
for reinstatement, was reported to 
have confessed tonight that he had 
killed her, striking her first with a 
monkey wrench and then stabbding 
her to death with a Knife. This report 
could not be officially verified, how- 
ever. 

Miss Beecher. who was 20 vears of 
age, had taught school in Poland for 
two years. Gianini was one of her 
most troublesome pupils. On her com- 
plaint, he was expelled from school 
last June and sent to a reform school, 
from which he was released a month 
ago. He sought out his former teach- 
er, told her he intended to do better, 
and importuned her to visit his par- 
ents, who are reputable and well-to- 
do people in Poland, to explain how he 
might be reinstated in the school. 

When the authorities heard that the 
boy had been seen talking with Miss 
Beecher last night, they went to his 
home to arrest him, and, not finding 
him there, traced him to Newport, four 
miles from the scene of the tragedy, 
where he was taken in custody and 
brought to the county jail in Her- 
Kimer. Stains on his clothings 
strengthened their suspicions of his 
connection with the case. 

Charles Gianini, father of the youth- 
ful prisoner, was a furniture Manu- 
facturer of New York, first coming to 
Poland to spend a summer and finalls 
taking up his home there about five 
vears ago. He is an ornithologist of 
some note, and has contributed many 
articles on that science to magazines 

The elder Gianini said that the boy 
was at home all last night.

DICTAPHONE USED 
ON SLEEPING CAR 
DURING LONG RUN 


The average business man who con- 
Siders the dictaphone a marvel of time- 
Saving and efficiency, and who appre- 
ciates the delicacy of its construction, 
may find it difficult to believe that the 
instrument has been successfully used 
in a speeding automobile. 

Yet that is precisely what was done 
in logging the route of a run of 122 
miles near St. Louis, Mo. In this in- 
Stance the dictaphone took the place of 
the laborious writing of notes bearing 
on landmarks, dangerous crossings, 
grades, sharp turns, etc. 

After several trials, and before the 
pathfinding run was actually begun, it 
was found thet the 1914 Cadillac was 
best fitted to carry the dictaphone and 
permit of its use while underway. The 
instrument was placed in the tonneau 
and the notemaker sat in front beside 
the driver, the tube from the dicta- 
phone being carried over his shoulder. 
The practicality of the Cadillac two- 
speed axle in promoting smoothness 
and steadiness in running was admir- 
ably demonstrated on the trip, and al- 
though the dictaphone was in constant 
use while the car was running, not a 
single record was marred by vibration.

In the final report of the department 
of commerce, just issued at Washing- 
ton, which has been analyzed by Al- 
fred Reeves, of New York, an author- 
ity on matters pertaining to the auto- 
mobile industry, there is conclusive 
evidence that the American manufac- 
turers are conquering the markets of 
the world with their service-supplying 
automobiles, while the foreign car im- 


portations continue to show a steady 
decline. 

For the year 1913, the United States 
exported 26,889 automobiles, 1,009 of 
them commercial vehicles, valued at 
$27,029,451, or an increase of almost 
15 per cent over 1912, when the ex- 
ports were 23,720 cars, valued at $23,- 
703,989, while in 1911 the figures were 
15,807 cars. Mr. Reeves calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the average value 
for the three years is about $1,000, 
proving that the higher grade cars 
are holding their own and that, be- 
sides absorbing moderate-priced auto- 
mobiles, the foreigners are in equal 
ratio showing appreciation of the big 
and luxurious products of American 
makers. 

In addition to the regular figures, it 
must be remembered that two Ameri- 
can factories in Canada and one branch 
factory in London made approximately 
11,000 automobiles for the foreign 
trade. The parts and accessory exports 
amounted to $7,900,237, with tires, $3,- 
910,688, so the total exports of the au- 
tomobile industry in 1913 were $38,- 
840,376. 

Foreign builders must take notice 
that America is not alone competing 
with them in the big car field, but that 
their sales in America are rapidly de- 
clining, only 492 automobiles coming 
here last year, valued at $1,154,873, 
as against 868 in 1912, a decrease of 
more than 76 per cent. 

One of the main reasons for the won- 
derful development of these foreign 
markets, according to Mr. Reeves, who 
has visited the leading factories abroad 
as well as in this country, was the 
failure of the builders in France, Ger- 
many and England to understand 
that the automobile is not for the rich 
alone, but for all classes. 

Until two yeare ago they catered 
to the wealthy, with little apprecia- 
tion of the thousands of the middle 
class who could afford a moderate- 
priced car, and who, besides supplying 
enjoyment for their families, coul 
profitably employ cars in their busi- 
ness. 

The first American cars sent abroad 
performed in excellent fashion, showed 
ample power and speed, low mainte- 
nance and such stamina and style that 
the demand grew at a tremendous pace. 
Big production on this side, ingenious 
engimeering and manufacturing meth- 
ods, coupled with economical advertis- 
ing and selling plans, and well sup- 
ported guarantees of service, were 
other factors. The skill of the Amer- 
ican workman, and the offering of full 
value for every dollar of selling price 
are other reasons that have contrib- 
uted to this world-wide distribution 
of a every new American 
produc 

In ~ to cars bought from 
branch factories in Canada, that coun- 
try leads in the purchase of American 
products, taking last year 6,051 cars, 
valued at $8,177,256. Second on the 
list is the United Kingdom, which 
bought 5,152 cars, valued at $3,966,600. 
Then followed Australia, 3,564; South 
America, 2,713; Asia, 2,367; Germany, 
1,017; France, 921: West Indies, 527: 
Italy, 314; Mexico, 227. Other countries 
in Europe, exclusive of those named 
above, took 1,846 cars, while to the 
balance of the world were distributed 
2,190 American automobiles, so that 
cars, tires and accessories of Ameri- 
can manufacture are being used by al- 
most every nation on the globe. The 
exports Jlast vear covered a total of 
eighty-three countries, including such 
remote places as Azores, Iceland, Siam, 
Liberia, Java, Manila, Transvaal, Cape 
Colony, Barbadoes, Singapore, Ceylon. 
Sumatra, Borneo, Tasmania, Arabia and 
barma. 

Mr. Reeves, who is general manager 
of the Hartford Suspension company, 
believes this year will see even a 
greater increase in exports, that will 
place the automobile industry on a 
par, if not in advance of any other 
product manufactured in this country. 
Even for the year 1913, the figures 
must be read with pride in the ability 
and enterprise of American automobile 
manufacturers.

Three hundred-hour tests have come 
to be quite the fashion nowadays 
among motor car makers in demon- 
strating the running qualities and sta- 
bility of their product. To date prac- 
tically all motors subjected to this 
strenuous form of test have been in- 
cluded in the high-priced class. Now 
comes Chief Engineer Benner, of the 
Maxwell company, with details of a 


recent 300-hour trial given a Maxwell 


“95” motor in the Detroit laboratory 


of the company. 


“The test was staged merely as a 
— performance,” says Mr. Benner, 


but I believe the results are of suf- } 


ficient importance to make public as 
tending to show the worth of the low- 
powered motor contrasted with the 
most expensive types on the market.

Placed on the dynamometer stand 
on Tuesday, the motor was put in 
operation at 7 p. m. and ran continu- 
ously until the following Monday 
morning. When stopped at 9 a. m. on 
Monday the motor had run 307 hours, 
or an equivalent of 7,675 miles. During 
this period the motor was subjected to 
a load of 10-horsepower and operated 
at a speed of 1,000 R. P. M. Expressed 
in terms more intelligently to the lay- 
man, this would pull the car with its 
full load of five passengers at 25 
miles per hour for 307 hours. 

For the first three davs of the test 
the only adjustment needed was the 
replacement of two ebay plugs. On 
the third day the gasoline line became 
clogged and the motor was kept run- 
ning for several hours by hand feed- 
ing of gasoline into the carburetor. 
The gasoline pipe was takes down, 
cleaned and replaced, but again clog- 
ged after twelve hours’ running, due 
to impurities in the fuel. This time 
the cleaning of the pipe was effected 
in five minutes’ time without affecting 


the readings. On Saturday another 
spark ‘plug was replaced, and from 
then until Monday morning no further 
adjustments were necessary. 

Following the long run Chief En- 
gineer Benner had the motor. taken 
down for examination. Despite the fact 
that the motor had been run longer 
than an average vear in the service of 
an owner, the wear was imperceptible. 
Took marks still showed in- the cylin- | 
ders and the_~ greatest actual wear 
amounted to seven ten-thousandths. 
Connecting rod bearings were in per- = 
fect shape, showing absolutely no wear 
and this condition held true of the 
push rods and main bearings. One of! 
the best imdications of the slight wear 
that took ‘place in the moving parts! 

was the fact that more horsepower 
was obtained at the close of the run 
than at the start. 

In his final report on the test Mr. | 
Benner says: “This trial has proven 
to my complete satisfaction that the, 
motor of low horsepower rating, if 
properly lubricated, will stand up as 
well as any motor on the market and, 
I believe, produce more horsepower per ' 
pound. The examination shows no 
part of the motor which could be bet- 
tered by replacement and the test | 
could undoubtedly have been prolonged | 
to twice the length of time scheduled 
without any major adjustments.”

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NEW YORK CONVICTS 
WILL MAKE BRICK 
FOR STATE’S ROADS 


“New York will put its prisoners to 
work making brick to use in the con- 
struction of state roads,’ said Gov- 
ernor -Martin Glynn to the great 
meeting at Carnegie hall, New York, 
where the prison labor problem was 
being agitated. “In this way I will 
stop the grafting contractors from 
cheating the state and the grafting 
politicians from sand-bagging the con- 
tractors. I am grateful to our friend, 
Governor West, of Oregon, for coming 
so far to point out to us here in New 
York this practical proposition.” 

Governor Oswaid West made a hit 
before the fashionable audience of New 
York’s best. The woman's department 
of the National Civic federation, 
through the good auspices of the na- 
tional committee -on prison labor, has 
become enthusiastically interested in 
the problem of the convict, and headed 
by Miss Maude Wetmore, Miss Anne 
Morgan and Mrs. August Belmont, 
Bave a rousing reception to the young 
western governor and the other penal 
performers. 

The movement of the 
find its definite form in the de vgagg)- 
ment of a broad educational campaign 
for practical and definite reforms by 
the national committee on prison la- 
bor, and it is expected that the lead- 
ing women throughout the _ country 
will follow the lead of the New York 
women, 

Governor West told how organized 
labor had encouraged him in his work 
of prison reform and had passed reso- 
lutions urging the brickmaking by 
convicts; while John Manning, editor 
of The Garment Workers, contended 
that organized labor had been the real 
prison reformers for fifty years, and 
would back to success the work of the 
national committee on prison labor 
with its broad national platform of 
penal reform if it took another fifty 
Years. Manning challenged the graft- 
ing prison contractors and warned the 
women to beware of the chicanery of 
a shirt firm with prison’ contracts 
which hides under the name of a fake 

hilanthropy known as the, National 

‘ree Labor association. The union 
man’s appeal brought a proffer to help 
for the national committee on prison 
labor's program from the governors of 
New York and Oregon, and the civic 
federation passed unanimously resolu- 
tions of support and co-operation.

Fever Spread by Events 
Conducted Under Auspices 
of the Atlanta Motorcycle 


Club. 


Since the time that several endurance 
runs have been promoted Dy the At- 
lanta Motorcycle club, the fever seems 
to hhave become contagious and is 
spreading rapidly all over the south.

winner. The riders of the Atlanta 
Motorcycle club, having gained consid- 
erable experience from the recent runs 
pulled ‘off, are urged to get in their 
entries for this big contest. 

Plan Endurance Contests. 

Clubs in Augusta, Columbus and 
other cities of this state are all plan- 
ning endurance contests, and there is 
the possibility, before the pres- 
ent season is ended, of mak- 


ing arrangements for a tour 


around the state, covering a distance 
of at least 1,000 miles, which will be 
in the nature of a small Glidden tour. 
These plans are now under consider- 
ation by the officials of the Atlanta 
Motorcycle club, which officers expect 
to co-operate with the other motorcy- 
cle clubs in making arrangements for 
controls, routes, hotel accommodations, 
ete. Every indication points to the 
fact that the season now opening will 
be one of great activity among motor- 
cyclists, as the present-day motorcycle 
has been developed to a point of per- 
fection to an extent that a ride of 
1.000 miles can be accomplished with 
the greatest of ease, pleasure and 
safety. 

The enjoyment gained from one of 
these trips is the after-topic of an 
endless conversation among the par- 
ticipants. Several of the riders on 
these trips carry with them Kodaks 
and many snapshots are taken, which 
will occupy a treasured position in the 
owners’ private art galleries.

The next contest which has been ar- 
ranged by the Atlanta Motorcycle club 
will take place during the latter part 
of April—probably on Memorial day. 
This run will cover a distance of some 
300 miles and the riders will be out 
two days. The anticipation of the 
pleasures to be had on this run is the 
sole topic of conversation among the 
several hundred riders in Atlanta to- 
day. Quite a large entry is expected 
and Johnny Aiken, at 224 Peachtree 
street, Atlanta, is already beginning to 
receive many applicants, as well as 
numerous inquiries concerning the run. 

The Atlanta Motorcycle club is hold- 
ing weekly meeting to arrange all de- 
tails, as it is its desire and aim to 
make this one of the biggest and best 
of its kind ever held in this part of the 
country. All riders are invited to at- 
tend these meetings and any sugges- 
tions that they might have to offer 
will be greatly appreciated. At 
Same time, the club is adding to its 
membership daily and it is hoped that 
the majority of the entrants in the 
next run will be members of the cluh. 
To those who finish with perfect 
scores will be given valuable prizes and 
the co-operation of all riders is ur- 
gently requested. The next meeting of 
the club will be- held at an early date 
and every motorcycle rider is requested 
to be present.

He straightened up with a 
puzzled look on his face, and called to 
a companion, several cars distant. 


“Come here, Bil, and listen,” he cried; |

mobiles isn’t running?” 

Together the two put their ears close 
to the car. Both heard the muffled beat 
of a gasoline motor, placidly idling 
away. 

The inspector reported the unusual 
situation to his superior who promptly 
cot in touch with the Studebaker cor- 
poration from whose shipping platform 
the trainload had come. In a few min- 
utes an automobile dashed into’ the 
yards and a man, duly authorized, 
broke the seal of the car and entered. 
For a time he had trouble in locating 
the moving motor but he finally found 
it in a Studebaker “Six” that stood, 
duly blocked and braced, within a few 
inches of the spot where the inspector 
had paused to jot the car number.
